Klan Against Underwood. 

It is a fact that Underwood was 
defeated in every state he contested 
except his own, It is also true tnat 
in most of those states the Kn Klux 
Klan was against him. Those who 
are trying to persuade Senator Un- 
derwood not to press the klan issue 
say that he would have got the same 
reaction if he had been denouncing the 
Rotary clubs, or the German turn- 
verein, or the Elks, or the Anti-Sa- 
loon league, or the farm bureau, or 
any other organization. This analogy 
is specious, however, for it is clear 
that the klan takes a hand in politics 
without waiting to be attacked, and is 
essentially, or at least largely, an or- 
ganization for political action. It is 
no more identified with the democratic 
party than with the republican party. 
The klan, like the Anti-Saloon league, 
vperates within whatever party is 
dominant locally. If it ean be said 
that the klan 1s powerful in the demo- 
cratic party in Georgia and Texas, 
so is it powerful in the republican 
party in Indiana and Ohio. 

Because the klan is as frequently 
found in the republican party as in 
the democratic party, many democrats 
ask, “Why should we make the klan 
issue our funeral, when the republic- 
ans evaded it, or practically evade

Might Win Negro Votes. 

An unexiled outsider is able to see 
some humor in the situation. You can 
hear southern democrats denounce the 
klan and insist on an anti-klan plank, 
and in the course of their argument 
you will hear them put forward a plea 
to the effect that by denouncing the 
klan the democrats may have a chance 
te get the negro vote in such pivotal 
states as Ohio, Indiana and Missouri. 
The negro vote in these states has 
come to be very important. Due to 
the recent immigration from the south, 
there are more than 100,000 negro 
votes in each of the states of Missouri, 
Indiana, Ohio, New Jersey and New 
York. As to the first three of these 
states, if the democratic party should 
get the entire negro vote, or the bulk 
of it, they would win. 

Some southern democrats can be 
heard denouncing the klan viold&tly 
because it Proscribes some classes of 
citizens, while these same democrats 
in their home states steadily for years 
have practically proscribed from of- 
fice-holding, or even from voting, that 
portion of their citizens who are col- 
ored. 

Politicians Blamed For Growth. 

Those who oppose denouncing the 
klan say that the politicians them- 
selves are to blame for the inception 
and the growth of the klan. It is a 
fact that for years the politicians of 
both parties have been deferring to 
groups, colored groups and foreign- 
born groups. The republican national] 
committee some time ago added to 
its national conventions some 40 
southern delegates, most of whom will 
be negroes and did so chiefly out of 
deference to the leaders of the or- 
ganized negro vote in the north. Dur- 
ing the recent debate on the immigra- 
tion bill, some members of congress, 
both democratic and republican, took 
a Position against immigration re- 
striction whieh was pressed upon 
them by organized groups of foreign 
voters in Nev England, New York, 
Chicago and elsewhere. During the 
presidential campaign of 1920, prae- 
tically every group of foreign voters 
in the country was organized. Both 
parties wanted to. organize them, but 
the republican party was more sue- 
cessful because it had a better na- 
tional organization and was. better 
financed, and because the republican 
position on the league of nations 
made it easier for them to get the 
favor of the foreign groups. Already 
in the present camPaign both parties 
are beginning to think in terms of the 
organized foreign vote. The demo- 
crats. are claiming caat the republic- 
ans will lose the German vote be- 
cause of the Dawes plan, and tho re- 
publicans are claiming that Dawes 
will get the*German vote for pre- 
cisely the same reason.

Con- 
siderable fortunes have been made by 
Persons who organized and promoted 
the sale of memberships. Qn the busi- 
ness side of it there is an actuarial 
law working against the klan which 
will bring it to an end some time. 
So long as the country presented an 
untouched field for the sale of mem- 
berships the klan could take in money 
for new memberships faster than the 
expenses, but when the natural limit 
of membership is reached, expenses 
will begin to exceed receipts. 


Private Relations Fraternal. 
The writer observes that there is 
rather more public talk about a fight 
on the klan issue at the democratic 


convention than really exists, in fact, 
among the leaders of the various -fac- 
tions and the managers of the vari- 
ous candidates.

STATE SINTARON 


IS NEGLECTED, REPORT 


The condition of the state sani- 
tarium for the insane, particularly its 
fire hazard, demands immediate at- 
tention by the state legislature, is 
the statement made in the report of 
the institution by the state audit de- 


partment, submitted Tuesday to Gov- 
ernor Walker by S. J. Slate, state 
auditor. 

“The fire hazard, particularly the 
lack of fire escapes, is regarded as 
a danger to life not longer to be neg- 
lected,” says the report. 

The Sanitarium is inadequate, its 
financial condition is unsatisfactory, 
due to lack of finds for operation, 
and the general assembly should im- 
mediately move to remedy the deplor- 
able condition, the report points out. 

The annual appropriation of $800,- 
000 per year is totally insufficient 
to maintain the institution, it is 
stated, and each year there is a large 
deficit. Non-payment of last years 
deficiency appropriation of $239,- 
864.68 is largely responsible for the 
large deficit at present. 

Failure of the legislature to ap- 
propriate funds for completion of the 
new nurses’ home, on which $139,000 
already has been spent, is causing 
heavy loss to the state, it is reported. 

Big Balance Due. 

The report, which covers the period 
from January 1 to April 30, inch- 
sive, shows that $542,522.22 has been 
received in the general fund, and 
that a balance of $10,528.31 remains 
on hand to run the institution until 


the close of the fiscal year, June 30. 

The per capita cost per day is .644 
cents, according to the report, which 
is considered lower than the average 
of similar institutions. The net op- 
erating cost of the sanitarium for the 
period designated was $316,141.78. 

The total deficit on April 30 was 
$329,536.04. 

Officers’ salaries for April, taken 
as a typical month, were $5,318.20, 
and the wages of other employees 
ranged as follows: Eight receive from 
$100 to $125 per month; 53 receive 
from $75 to $95 per month; 129 re-

SENATOR WM. J. HARRIS. 

Under the recently adopted rules 
the entries for the statewide Sep- 
tember primary will close next Sat- 
urday, June 21, at noon. 

Senator William J. Harris, who 
was first elected to that office in 
1918, will stand for reelection in 
this primary, his term expiring on 
March 4, 1925. 

At this writing no one has qual- 
ified as an opposing candidate for 
the senate and it does not appear 
that Senator Harris will have op- 
position. : 

The Constitution unhesitatingly 
expresses the hope that he will have 
no opposition. Indications point 
strongly to his reelection in the face 
of any opposition that could pos- 
sibly develop and the people of 
Georgia are hoping to escape, this 
year if possible, the bitterness and 
strife that a personal or factional 
campaign for the United States sen- 
ate usually carries. 

Not only is the press of Georgia 
almost solidly behind Senator Har- 
ris, a condition of newspaper una- 
nimity that is as significant as it is 
unusual, but the old political fac- 
tions of the state are united in his 
support to a most heartening de- 
gree. That perhaps is best illus- 
trated by the announcement that ex- 
Senator Hoke Smith will advocate 
the reelection of Senator Harris. He 
has been most of the time in Wash- 
ington during Senator Harris’ in- 
cumbency and has had opportunity 
to watch his work at close range. 

It is a most hopeful indication 
when Georgia's political factions 
unite behind a candidate, and in this 
instance it is encouraging to assume 
that it portends a better and more 
tolerable situation in the political 
life of the state. 

The record of Senator Harris 
clearly entitles him to reelection— 
and without opposition. He has 
been continually and always faith- 
fully “fon the job.” He has not only 
advocated, but been most resource- 
ful in securing legislation of a con- 
structive nature for the farmers, 
particularly those of the cotton belt, 
and his specific work in the interest 
of the Georgia pecan growers, fruit 
growers, peanut growers, etc, is

STATE AUDITOR’S REPORT. 
The first report of State Auditor 


Samuel J. Slate, made to the gover- 


nor and the assembly, is published 
in partgjn today’s Constitution. 

There is general statewide inter- 
est in this report, for the depart- 
ment was only established on Feb- 
ruary 1, having been created by an 
act of the extra session of the as- 
sembly in November last. 

The report fully justifies the con- 
tentions of the proponents of sugh a 
department showing, as it does, that 
disbursements in the state have at 
last been placed upon a systematic 
business basis and that by keeping 
at all time a thorough balance be- 
tween authorized appropriations and | 
available funds prevents much need- 
less embarrassments and _ effects 
many economies. 

Perhaps the strongest feature of 
the system is the enforced auditing 
of the state departments. Mr. Slate, 
in less than five months of in- 
cumbency, has already audited 
about twenty of the state’s depart- 
ments and institutions. And in 
some he has established a new sys- 
tem of accounts, thus making the 
financial records of the state con- 
form to modern methods, rather 
than to drift along in the archaic 
methods of generations ago that 
were in vogue in some of the in- 
stitutions. 

The department being new and 
untried, the auditor has very cor- 
rectly given careful study to a series 
of proposed laws that will strength- 
en, facilitate and otherwise prove 
helpful and economical in the con- 
duct of the department and in get- 
ting the most effective service 
from it. 

To illustrate, Mr. Slate advocates 
important changes in the system of 
drawing warrants and enters cuare- 
fully into a detailed discussion to 
show the force of his viewpoint. 
He advocates the creation of a cen- 
tral purchasing agent and shows 
conclusively what the state can save 
by having the various departments 
coordinate in this particular. He 
advocates the system of having all 
funds collected under the authority 
of the state paid into the state treas- 
ury and there disbursed under the 
general plan. 

Another recommendation is that 
appropriations should be made 
more in detail and especially until 
such appropriations come under a 
budget system—that is to say ap- 
propriations should be intelligently 
differentiated instead of included in 
alump sum, as frequently at present. 

A great many other important 
recommendations are made, notably 
a more modern method of handling 
school warrants, carrying an _ in- 
crease to the governor’s borrowing 
power to meet these temporary 
emergencies, 

The report of Auditor Slate is a 
comprehensive one and shows his 
absolute familiarity with the work 
and his earnest efforts to serve the 
state well in his new capacity. Cer- 
tain it is the state of Georgia never 
had a more worthy nor conscien- 
tious public servant than he.

Dr. Hardman Favors 
Bond Issue For 
Educational Purposes 


Editor Constitution: I read with 
more than ordinary interest your edi- 
torial on the needs of the University 
of Georgia, which includes all the 
branches of this institution. 


The question is: How are we to 
set the money for the needs of this in- 
stitution? We send cominittees yea: 
after year from the board of trustees 
of the University of Georgia to the 
legislative body asking for appropria- 
tions for maintenance and. buildings 
for this great institution. With the 
exception of a very meager appropria- 
tion for maintenance, we do not get 
anything. The building program is 
absolutely ignored. 

Perhaps most of the members of 

this body are favorable to the de- 
velopment of the state through this 
institution, but we haven’t the money, 
and no plan is provided for securing 
it. 
If it were available, unquestionab'y 
this institution would be cared for. 
Appropristions made witheut funds 
with which to pay them are worthless 
work and expense. Under present 
conditions we can not secure money 
by this method, or, if we should, it 
would mean an increased burden of 
taxation, for which the people will net 
stand. 

Then what tz to be done? This in- 
stitution must get it under a new 
plan, or continue, as it has for almost 
a hundred years, in great need of 
money to provide for the education of 
the youth of our state. 

We could get the money through 
a bond issue, and yet without increas- 
ing the burden of taxation. Give her 
a $5,000,000 bond issue, to be dis- 
tributed over three years, $1,000,000 
to the University of Georgia, $1,000,- 
000 to the Technological School, $1, 
000,000 to the Agricultural college 
and the other $2,000,000 divided 
among the Normal schools at Athens. 
Milledgeville an, . Valdosta and tke 
medical department at Augusta. This 
would relieve the situation for at 
least 50 years, and put new life in 
the educational interests of Georgia. 

I also noticed in the same issue of 
your paper an article which advocated 
a bond issue of $75,000,000 for the 
highway department. No one can 
question my interest in the highway 
commission and the public roads of 
Georgia, since, together with your 
chairman of this department, [ intro- 
duced the bill to create ‘his depart 
ment, and I would not have this de- 
partment think that in any way 
would oppose highway devclopment. 

However, the people of Geergia ftc- 
day will not vote a bond issue of 
$75,000,000 for highways. and it is 
too much at one taime to give to any 
one department of the state. 

It is said that this can be secured 
without any cost. The statement as 
I understand it however, carries with 
it a tax on gusoline, and a tax is a 
burden from whatever source it may 
come. 

I would suggest: (1) That if such 
an issue were submitted to the peo- 
ple it would uot carry. (2) That 
it would be a tax burden. (5) That 
it would be putting too many eggs in 
one nest. (4) That the atetement 
that it would not cost anything ts 
misleading. (5%) That the plen to zet 
something for nothing is not new. but 
it has not yet become legal in Geor 
gia. 

I make thexe statements not in a 
spirit of criticism, but for the interest 
which I have ir highways and in good 
roads. 

I believe that the plan which I have 


| suggested for the three great depart- 
| ments of this state would carry. The 
gasoline tax could be added later as 
a supplementary measure, if it were 
wise, .

This will eliminate 
from our state the criticism which 
comes by reason of our seventy thou- 
sand illiterates, and will give to every 
child. many ot whom will not have 
an opportunity of attending college.

Witl» 
out it, our university, our common 
schools, and our children and citizens 
will continue to suffer.

A year or so ago I threw all cau- 
tion, judgment and professional pro- 


priety to the winds and printed here 
a formula for a kind of old age pro-

So 1] 
grabbed the recipe while it was hot 
and rushed it into this column, and 
do you know, the response was some- 
thing startling. I never would have 
believed so many people want to 3tey 
young and not grow gray. The wnh- 
fortunate part of it was that so many 
old geezers whose eyesight and under- 
standing were not what they once had 
been, jumped to the conclusion that I 
had found a prescription to cure old 
age, a simple rejuvenator one couid 
“mix for himself,” in short, the thing 
which Ponce de Leon couldn’t find. 

In spite: of all that I haven't 
changed my mind about the value ot 
a suitable iodin ration for keeping 
one in the game. My faith in the 
value of iodin as a food medicine is 
quite as firm as it was when I broad- 
east Dr. Quimby’s formula. Bunt 
[ want to revoke that formula now. 
In fact 1 did revoke it quite a while 
ago, answering all requests for it with 
the general suggestion that ordinary 
tincture of iodine (iodin is simplified 
spelling) in homeopathic doses and the 
more liberal use of sea foods in the 
diet would answer the requirements. 
To make doubly sure of this I do 
now solemnly revoke the _ formula, 
prescription or recipe which I a3- 
ecribed to Dr, Adoniram J. Quimby :n 
February 23, 1923, under the title 
“Get Your Iodin.” Dr. Quimby’s for- 
mula is still just as good as ever, and 
[ am only revoking it for general use 
among my readers, for the reason 
that everybody can now obtain iodin 
in the right form to meet the require- 
ments of the body in the table salt 
which everybody uses in seasoning 
and cooking. 

Some such salt was proposed sev- 
eral years ago by Dr. Emory R. Hay- 
hurst, professor of hygiene in Ohi 
State university. The apparently in- 
creasing prevalence of goitre prompted 
the Michigan State Medical society, 
the Michigan state board of health 
and the West Virginia state board of 
health, and other medical societies 
and health authorities to urge mani- 
facturers to market a table salt cun- 
taining the proper infintesimal quan- 
tity of iodin to oppose and prevent 
goitre. Such a salt is now on the 
general market, procurable from good 
grocers anywhere, at the usual price 
of free running salt. It contains 0.02 
per cent of sodium iodid, and tastes 
and looks like ordinary salt. 

I recommend such salt as an ex- 
cellent means of providing the nec- 
essary iodin ration.

Gas; Brooklyn Union Gas, Columbia 
Gas and Electric, American Water- 
works common and Brooklyn-Manhat- 
tan Transit common, the net gains 
ranging from fractions: to three points, 
High current earnings formed the 
basis for ‘the bullish demonstration in 
chain issues, Kresge jumping 151-4 
points to a new 1924 high at 380 1-4, 
while Woolworth new “stock, which 
had advanced -22 points in the last 
eight days, added two more foday by 
touching a record top of 104 3-4. 
Omission of the dividend on Kelly 
Springfield six per cent preferred was 
used by bear traders as an excuse for 
an attack on rubber shares.

New York, June 17.—Frank Me- 
Manamay, a member of the interstate 
commerce compiission, speaking before 


railway officials at the Atlantic City 
convention of the American Railway 
association, made it plain that the 
comiission is going ahead under the 
transportation act of 1921 to con- 
solidate all of the railroads of the 
country into a limited number of sys- 
tems for the purpose of unifying rail- 
way «facilities, stabilizing railway 
credit by proper rate making, for 
control of revenue and for better con- 
trol of the issuance of new railway 
securities. 

Mr. MeManamay points out that un- 
der the transportation act, there can 
be no railway mergers or no construc- 
tion of new roads or extensions with- 
out first obtaining the approval of the 
commission and that power is given 
the commission to require general use 
ef terminal facilities so that the 
public needs may be met; that 
federal control of the railroads during 
the world war had demonstrated the 
need for unified use of equipment and 
facilities and of uniform standards of 
service and operation. 

Mr. McManamay and his associates 
will find many railway officials ready 
to go to the mat with them before 
the public on that question. However, 
there is no question in the mind of 
those who are well informed in rail- 
way developments that the trend is 
all in the direction of carrying out the 
plans of the commission provided for 


in the transportation act of 1920 for 
consolidating all of the railroads of 
the country into a limited number of 
systems.

MEETS HERE JUNE 23 


The Georgia Forestry association 
will hold its annual convention in At- 
lanta here on June 23, it was an- 
ounced here Tuesday. 

At the morning session of the con- 
vention there will be discussed the fol- 
lowing subjects: Educational plans, 
reports of committees, discussion of 
forest influences on health and the 
public welfare, and the advisability of 
increasing areas of publicly owned 


forest lands by the government, coun- 
ty, state and national, for recreation 


well as for economic uses. 

At the noon hour there will be a 
luncheon conference to which the pub- 
lic is invited, sponsored by the Fed- 
eration ,of Women’s Clubs, at which 
the governor of Georgia and others 
will make brief talks. 

The afternoon session will be de- 
voted to a round-table discussion on 
state forestry policies, resolutions and 
the annual election of officers. 

One-Day Meeting. 

In the evening a special forestry 
dinner will be given by the associa- 
tion and further discussion on state 
forestry policy will be open to all 
guests present. 

“Unlike former conventions of this 
association and other foresty bodies 
of recent years in the south,” Bon- 
nell H. Stone, president of the asso- 
clation, stated, “the program this year 
will be confined to a one-day meet- 
ing. We feel the need of more con- 
centrated study of the facts, and a 
discussion of our problem, 
our prospects, our possibilities, and 
our plans and purposes here in Geor- 
via. 

“Georgia not only has to face the 
fact of her rapidly diminishing timber 
supplies,” Mr. Stone continued, “but 
Georgia has new worlds to conquer 


for her industry and commerce, and 
it would be the greatest folly if we 
Georgians do not begin at once to de- 
velop our unsurpassed facilities for 
new wealth in pulp and paper from 
our pines and other trees’ in this 
state.

Made in Auditor’s Report 


Samuel J. Slate, head of the de- 
partment of audits of the state gov- 
ernment, Tuesday submitted his first 
official report to the governor, cover- 
ing the period since February 1, last, 
when the new department was first 


created. 

Mr. Slate reported that about 20 
of the state institutions and depart- 
ments ‘have been audited, and that 
these audits are on file and copies 
may be found in the auditor's office 
at the state capitol. 

In his report, Mr. Slate makes 
various recommendations tending to 
economy and simplicity in the hand- 
ling of the state’s funds, as required 
in the law which created his depart- 
ment. 

Recommendations Made. 

Jhief among these are recommen- 
dations that the duty of issuing all 
state warrants be kept in_ the 
auditor’s office; the appointment of 
a central purchasing agent for buying 
of supplies for all state departments 
and institutions; prompt payment of 
all money- collected under authority 
of the state into the state treasury, 
there to be disbursed under the gen- 
eral plan of the state; greater detail 
in making of appropriations by the 
legislature; a system of self-insurance 
for fire protection on all state- 
owned property and the devising of 
some system to do away with the 
practice of discounting state school 
warrants. 

“Tt is useless to attempt to prepare 
for large payments, or to arrange a 
system by which the state’s bill and 
expenses can be promptly paid, un- 
less the issuance of warrants is kept 
in the auditor's office,” says the re-

“The auditor is firm!y convinced 
that all money of every nature, 
character and kind, which is collect- 
ed under the authority of the state, 
should be paid at frequent intervals 
into the state treasury and there be 
disbursed under the general plan of 
the state.” 

Have No Budget Commission. 


Referring té the need of a budget 
system for the state, the report says: 
“We have an investigation comumit- 
tee in this state, but as yet have no 
budget commission. Until appropria- 
tions come under a budget system. 
in order to secure the necessary econ- 
omy in the handling of the state's 
money, the legislature should give the 
auditor some idea as to the distri- 
bution of the appropriation. 

“Appropriations are frequently 
made in a lump sum, such as $50,000 
for the support of a certain depart- 
ment or institutions, the entire spend- 
ing of which is left to the head of 
the department. Many states require 
any institution or. department which 
requests an appropriation to submit 
in detail form a_ request, and to 
'make the appropriation in that form, 
‘and that the department shall ob- 
'tain the approval of the governor, the 
comptroller general and the auditor 
before transferring a part of the ap- 
propriation from one purpose to an- 
other... This gives the auditor some 
idea to how the legislature 
tended that cerizin money appropri- 
ated by it should be spent.”
